MESSONIER (Jean Louis Ernst) 

Born at Lyons, France, February, 21, 1815; died in Paris, Jan¬ 
uary 31, 1891.

commander, 1S67; Grand Officer, 1878. Member of the Institute, 
1861. One of the founders and the first President of the Societe 
Nationaledes Beaux Arts, Paris
